- This ‘route therefore is probably the 
nearest and most eligible that can be 
found froni Orleans to Washington City, 
and will hereafter have the advantage 
of being through a country more gener- 
ally settled than anv which can possibly 
be found. Ofthe 125 miles explored by 
Gen. Gaines, the first 6@ miles from St. 
Stephens principally on the high ground 
between Tombigbee and Alabama, it is 
tolerably good pine, oak and hickory land 
which is considered as favorable to the 
production of cotton. There are then a- 
bout 40 miles of the richest sort of up- 
land, covered ‘with: poplar, linn, black 
walnut and oak, together with lofty cane- 
brakes. It lies generally near the heads 
of the waters cf Tombigbee and Cahaw- 
ba, but is. badly watered. The re- 
mainder of the 125 miles consists of hil- 
ly and. in some places stony lands, inter- 
sected by rich vales. 

East ofthe Alabama, it is generally a 
pine country, excepton the water cour- 
ses. Not butthat there are at the same 
time considerable bodies of rich lime- 
stone frarics and others fertile and well 
timbered upland, the vicinity of which to 
navigable waters, must in afew years 
render it extremely valuable. 


Ti kas already been mentioned, that it 
is. generally a country of poor pine woods 
between the Indian line (which runs 
from the Tallapoose to the Chattahau- 
chee) ané the Spanish line of demarka- 
tion. Jt ought however to be remarked, 
that there is good land bordering on the 
Conecab, and its different branches,, 
which united with the Escambia, falls in- 
to the Bay of Pensacola; and also on the 
river called Yellow-water, and on Chau- 
tahatche or Pea River, which empties in- 
to St. Rose’s Bay.

Extract of a letter from an officer. who 
was present at the destruction of the 

Negro Fort in East Florida. 


“The fifth shot passed through their 
magazine, and a dreadful explosion .en- 
sued. Some of the Negroes and Choc- 
taws were found a considerable distance, 
from the fort, all torn to pieces! Nearly 
every soul in this den of robbers perish- 
ed. The number of men, women and 
children amounted in all to about 300. 
The chief of the Choctaws was found a- 
live, but very much bruised and burnt. 
The chief of the Negroes, (whom they 
called Sergeant Major) was also fuund 
alive, but quite blind. These two the 
Indians scalped and shot. 7 

«The only loss sustained on our side, 
was midshipman Luffborough and three 
sailors, who were sent on shore for the 
purpose of procuring water, and were 
killed and scalped by the Indians. This 
happened before our troops arrived.— 
The officers attached to this command 
were col. Clinch, major Mulenburg, cap- 
tain Taylor, lieuts. M’Gavock, Wilson, 
Randolph and Dr. Buck. Our only re- 
gret, notwithstanding our complete suc- 
cess, is, that Nicholls & Woodbine, the 
British agents, who planted this virtucus 
community, were not included in the ex- 
piosion.”
